Lieut. Don Greelis Going to 
Alaska for Erection of 
- Air Center

Lieut. Don Greelis, commanding 
officer of the Cucamonga CCC 
camp for the past two years, has 
been ordered to Alaska to be in 
complete charge of construction 
of an army air post 40 miles from 
Ketchikan, a short distance from 
the boundary between Alaska and 
British Columbia. 

The post will be located at Met- 
akatla, and a full year jwill be re- 
quired to construct the post. 

Going with Lieut, Greelis will 
be four officers, 16 foremen, who 
are expert woodsmen, and 400 
picked CCC enrollees. 

Going with Lieut. Greelis from 
the Cucamonga camp will be Ed- 
ward Nail and Eugene Smith, en- 
rollees from Ontario, and Donald 
Wonder, first sergeant, who wiu 
continue in the same capacity in 
Alaska, 

With instruction to take food 
for one year, building materials 


to erect 10 barracks, two mess 
halls and two supply rooms, a 
huge task confronts the Cuca- 


monga camp army head. 

Before his departure today, 
Lieut. Greelis said: ‘Please ex- 
press my appreciation to the peo- 
ple of Upland for their kindness 
to me during the pleasant two 
years that I have spent here.” 

Lieut. Greelis has been in CCC 
work for five years. He is a grad- 
uate of U. S. C.

5 AUTHORITY NAMED 
BY MAYOR TODAY 


G. A. Hanson Appointed Head 
Of Group to Study 
Local Project 


Appointment of the Upland 
Housing Authority is announced 
today by Mayor D. J. Cameron. 
The commission includes G. A. 
Hanson, Paul Schowalter, W. C. 
Scheu, Everett Henry and Dr. 
Lilian F. Baxter. 

Named as chairman is G. A. 
Hanson, pioneer resident of Up- 
land, who was one‘ of the early 
developers of the colony, coming 
here more than 50 years ago. 

Mr. Hanson, one of the leaders 
in the movement to improve hous- 
ing in Upland, and the spokesman 
for the citizens’ group appearing 
before the city council, has been 
appointed to serve for four years. 

Mr. Schowalter is also appoint- 
ed for a term of four years. One 
of Upland’s public-spirited  citi- 
zens, Mr. Schowalter is a well- 
known citrus grower. A year ago 
Mr. Schowalter resigned as leader 
of one of Upland’s Boy Scout 
troops, after having served in that 


capacity for 15 years. He came! 


to Upland from Tulare. 

Appointed for three years is W. 
C. Scheu, well-known orchard 
heater manufacturer, and also a 
leading resident of Upland for 
many years. 

Named to serve for two years 
is Everett Henry, ranch superin- 
tendent for a large citrus com- 
pany for many years and a man 
with a wide and sympathetic 
knowledge of the part that the 
workers ‘in the citrus industry 
play in the community. 

Dr. Baxter, also a_iong-time 
resident of Upland, has taken an 
active part in civic affairs, hav- 
ing served on the city planning 
commission. Dr. Baxter also has 
been engaged in social service 
work as a county department 
chairman for juvenile delinquency 
study and is prominent in city 
and county club work. 

The chairman of the commis- 
sion will call a meeting of the 
committee immediately to meet 
with Peyton Stapp, research 
chairman from regional office of 
the United States Housing Au- 
thority in San Francisco. Mr. 
Stapp will confer regarding the 
housing survey, now being com- 
pleted, in an effort to determine 
the housing need for Upland and 
outlying area.

While Mrs. Ackerson, who does 
not swim, was watching her two 
nieces on the shore last Sunday, 
Dr. Ackerson and his wife’s sis- 
ter, Mrs. Muriel Hodgm (formerly 
of Upland but now of Long 
Beach) were enjoying the surf. 

They were out only waist-deep 
when Mrs. Hodgin suddenly told 
Dr. Ackerson that she could not 

t touch bottom. Soon Dr. Acker- 
| son found himself in the same 
‘plight. Their efforts to swim to 
; shore or to ride in with the waves 
proved unavailing. Exhausted by 
their unsuccessful struggle, they | ° 
called to bathers nearer shore to 
notify the lifeguards. At the 
same time they said to each other, 
“Now we must keep calm and not 
lose our heads.” 

Even the seasoned life-savers 
could not bring the two victims to 

Hinsie because of the rip-tide, so 
| they signalled the on-shore guard 
‘to notify the Seal Beach motor 
boat patrol to come to the rescue. 
| Lifeguards had taken life-saving 
j equipment with them, so while 
the boat came from Seal Beach 
the victims did not have to keep 
afloat by their own efforts.
